DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 3/22/1 1 incorporates the limitation of previous claim 
26, now cancelled, into the independent claim 10. In light of the declarations filed 1/5/1 1 
and 4/7/10, applicant has demonstrated an unexpectedly superior decrease in 
static/dynamic friction ratio upon aging of the composition for friction modifiers having 
10 to 30 carbon atoms in the R2 and R3 groups and present in a concentration within 
the claimed range. The prima facie case of obviousness for these claims is therefore 
overcome and the claims are rendered allowable.
